En una conferencia de prensa que coincide con la publi- 
cación del informe sobre la situación en Irak que la Casa Blanca 
elaboró para el Congreso, el presidente reiteró la capacidad de 
Estados Unidos para lograr sus propósitos en ese país. 

“Podemos y debemos tener éxito en Irak”, dijo el presidente 


El informe reconoce que la situación de seguridad en Irak 


es “muy compleja” y representa un “gran reto” al tiempo que 
considera que el gobierno iraquí ha tenido una actuación desigual 
a la hora de cumplir las metas impuestas por Estados Unidos. 

El presidente subrayó que entre las prioridades de Estados 
Unidos se encuentra el “ayudar a los iraquíes a proteger a sus 
ciudadanos de los extremistas” y destacó el hecho de que, según 
se recoge en el informe publicado este jueves se hayan registrado 
avances en ocho áreas.

Not surprising, the 
escalation of hate crimes against 
immigrants is well documented 
and in the wake of Congress” 
failure to overhaul immigration 
law, people express how they feel 
compelled and justified to track 
undocumented residents because 
“the government is not doing it.”

“Savage’s comments were re- 
ally personal for us in San Jose,” 
says Cesar, one of the student fast- 
ers specified in the comments. “He 
is saying that students should die.

He should be 
fired from his show and the station 
should apologize to the students and 
the immigrant community for letting 
it on the air.”

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La adicción a los fármacos se extiende entre los jóvenes de EE.UU.

San Francisco (EFE) — La 
detención del hijo menor de Al Gore 
ha servido para poner de manifiesto 
hasta qué punto la adicción a medi- 
camentos está reemplazando a dro- 
gas que se venden en la calle, como 
la marihuana, entre los jóvenes de 
EE.UU. 

El arresto de Al Gore III, hijo 
del ex vicepresidente de EE.UU., 
que se produjo cuando la policía lo 
detuvo por exceso de velocidad y 
encontró una pequeña cantidad de 
marihuana y fármacos que requieren 
receta, podría hacer algo más que 
nutrir las páginas de las revistas de 
cotilleos. Por el momento, ha puesto 
de actualidad una cuestión cada vez 
más preocupante: el reemplazo de 
las drogas que se compran en la calle 
por medicamentos que se despachan 
con receta médica y que los jóvenes 
obtienen de amigos y familiares o 
en internet. 

Entre los más populares se en- 
cuentran los fármacos que la policía 
encontró en manos de Al Gore III, 
de 24 años: el analgésico Vicodin, el 
ansiolítico Xanax, el tranquilizante 
Valium y Adderall, para tratar los 
problemas de déficit de atención. 

“No me extrañaría si, en este 
momento, hubiera más jóvenes 
que abusan de medicamentos que 
necesitan prescripción médica que 
de marihuana”, dijo a la Cadena 
CNN Joseph Califano, Presidente 
del Centro Nacional para el Abu- 
so de Alcohol y otras Sustancias 
(CASA), de la Universidad de 
Columbia. 


Según varios estudios se ha mostrado que el consumo de alcohol está en de- 
clive entre jóvenes adultos, y el de medicamentos que se obtienen con receta,

Mientras tanto, para Carol J. 
Boyd, Directora del Instituto para 
la Investigación de la Mujer, de la 
Universidad de Michigan, y experta 
en problemas de consumo de fárma- 
cos entre adolescentes, “el uso no 
médico de medicamentos contra el 
dolor es el tipo de abuso de drogas 
más frecuente entre la juventud de 
hoy”. 

La investigadora, madre de dos 
jóvenes de 17 y 21 años, cree que no 
es apropiado describir el problema 
como un reemplazo, ya que los 
adolescentes que consumen fár- 
macos también utilizan marihuana 
y alcohol. 

Boyd trasladó las preguntas 
de EFE al respecto a uno de sus 
“informantes”, un joven de 18 años 
que comenzará la universidad este 
año y que prefiere mantenerse en 
el anonimato, quien respondió así: 


“Tomas Xanax antes de fumar la 
hierba (...). La marihuana es para la 
cosa social, mientras que el Xanax 
te calma”. Algunos lo utilizan para 
drogarse, otros para tratarse, indica 
Boyd. 

La investigadora destaca varios 
factores que ayudan a comprender 
el problema: la percepción de que 
los medicamentos son más seguros, 
la facilidad con que uno puede in- 
formarse sobre ellos en internet, la 
disponibilidad de muchos fármacos 
(la mayoría lo obtienen de familiares 
y amigos), el rol de los padres y, por 
último, la publicidad, que hace que 
el uso de fármacos se normalice. 

Según el CASA, entre 1993 
y 2005 el número de estudiantes 
universitarios que abusaron de 
Vicodin y otros opiáceos creció en 
un 343% ó 240,000 individuos. La 
proporción fue todavía mayor en el 


caso de tranquilizantes como Xanax 
y Valium (un 450%) y de un 93% 
en el caso de estimulantes como 
Adderall. Internet parece ser la 
culpable de este aumento, al menos 
en parte. En un informe reciente, 
el investigador se refirió a internet 
como “una tienda de caramelos” 
donde los medicamentos adictivos 
se pueden adquirir con un clic del 
ratón y una tarjeta de crédito. _ 
Otros estudios coinciden con

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Rechazo de guerra en Irak alcanza nuevo récord 


Washington (EFE) — El 
rechazo ciudadano a la. guerra en 
Irak ha alcanzado un nuevo récord 
y la popularidad del Presidente 
estadounidense, George W. Bush, 
un nuevo mínimo, según una en- 
cuesta. 

El sondeo conjunto del periódi- 
co USA Today y la firma Gallup 
muestra que el 62% de los estado- 
unidenses creen que el país cometió 
un error al enviar tropas a Irak y que 


sólo el 29% respaldan la gestión 
de Bush. 

Entre los presidentes modernos, 
sólo Richard Nixon, Harry Truman y 
Jinimy Carter han tenido una menor 
popularidad. Por lo demás, el 51% 
de los consultados considera que el 
reciente incremento de soldados en 
la zona no ha cambiado en nada la 
situación en el país árabe. 

La encuesta revela que más de 
siete de cada 10 estadounidenses 


está a favor de que se retiren casi 
todos los soldados de Irak para abril 
del próximo año. 

Aún así, el 55% de los ciudada- 
nos cree que el Congreso debería de 
esperar a que el comandante de las 
tropas estadounidenses en Irak, el 
general David Petraeus, entregue 
en septiembre un informe sobre la 
situación en el país antes de diseñar 
una nueva línea de actuación en la 
zona.

El rotativo estadounidense 
indica que los resultados de la con- 
sulta complican los esfuerzos de 
Bush para mantener la cohesión en 
las filas del Partido Republicano, en 
momentos en los que varios legisla- 
dores conservadores han expresado 
su deseo de un cambio de rumbo 
en Irak. 

La encuesta muestra, en ese 
sentido, que Bush tiene menos 
apoyo entre sus correligionarios. 
Así, sólo el 68% de los republicanos 
lo apoyan, muy por debajo de la 
media del 92% que lo respaldaban 
durante su primer mandato. Casi 
cuatro de cada 10 encuestados afir- 
maron que el fracaso de la reforma 
migratoria les ha hecho perder la 
confianza en Bush. La insatisfacción 


abarca distintos campos. 

En ese sentido, dos terceras 
partes de los consultados dijeron 
que Bush no debería de haber inter- 
venido en el caso del ex asesor de 
la Casa Blanca, Lewis “Scooter” Li- 
bby, a quien el Jefe de Estado eximió 
de los dos años y medio de prisión a 
los que había sido sentenciado por 
mentiras y obstrucción a la justicia 
en la investigación sobre la ex espía 
de la CIA, Valerie Plame. 

Además, seis de cada diez 
consultados dicen que la economía 
está peor ahora, que hace cinco años 
y el mismo número predice que 
las condiciones económicas están 
empeorando.

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Correa pide perdón a ecuatorianos en España por tragedia de la emigración 


Madrid (EFE) — El Presiden- 
te de Ecuador, Rafael Correa, pidió 
perdón a los ecuatorianos residentes 
en España “por esta tragedia nacio- 
nal llamada emigración” y prometió 
ante unos 200 compatriotas que la 
nueva Constitución los tendrá en 
cuenta. 

La emigración, dijo el manda- 
tario ecuatoriano, es “el fiel reflejo 
de las nefastas políticas de los 
últimos 20 años” y de la experien- 
cia que viven los 3.5 millones de 
ecuatorianos que emigraron a Es- 
tados Unidos, Europa y otros países 
latinoamericanos. 

Correa se reunió con sus com- 
patriotas en el consulado de Ecuador 
en Madrid, en la misma sala donde 
los ecuatorianos tramitan a diario 
papeles y gestiones, convertida en 
una pequeña asamblea con partici- 
pación e intervención de buena parte 
de los asistentes. 

Pese al calor, el presidente 
ecuatoriano escuchó con atención y 
paciencia las peticiones de los emi- 
grantes, y recibió siempre con una 
sonrisa los regalos que le hicieron. 

Las intervenciones de los ecua- 
torianos giraron en torno a las 
dificultades burocráticas que en- 
cuentran para tramitar sus papeles 
frente a las autoridades de su país 
y a la escasez de medios y recursos 
de que disponen las instalaciones 
consulares en España. 

Correa se quitó la chaqueta y 
se arremangó la camisa antes de

Estimado lector, como le hemos 
informado en articulos anteriores, la 
violencia doméstica es el abuso 
constante por parte de una persona 
que controla a su pareja, con quien 
mantiene una relación íntima, por 
medio de la fuerza, intimidación, 
chantaje o amenazas. La víctima 
cree que su pareja tiene el derecho 
de controlar su vida. 

La violencia doméstica pue- 
de ser física, sicológica o ambas 
y le puede ocurrir a personas de 
cualquier edad, raza o religión, sin 
importar el sexo al que pertenezcan, 
estado civil, nivel de estudios o 
preferencias sexuales, toda vez que 
se puede presentar en relaciones 
entre personas del sexo opuesto o 
del mismo sexo. 

No es necesario que la víctima 
esté casada con el abusador, basta 
con que mantengan una relación 
de pareja, sin importar de qué sexo 
sean y que uno de ellos constan- 
temente abuse del otro de manera 
física (golpes, lesiones) o sicológica 
(amenazas o insultos que menosca- 
ban la dignidad). 

¿Qué hacer cuando hay vio- 
lencia doméstica? 

Usted debe saber que nadie, 
absolutamente nadie, tiene el dere- 
cho a dañarlo o abusar de usted, 
ya sea por medio de abuso físico, 
sexual, económico, emocional o 
psicológico. Si su pareja lo hace de 
manera constante, usted es víctima 
de violencia doméstica y tiene el 
derecho de denunciarlo. 

Para que se configure la vio- 
lencia doméstica, es necesario que 
el abuso no sea un hecho aislado, 
sino que se presente de manera 
constante, de lo contrario se trataría 
de un delito o falta que se presentó 
entre una pareja sin ser considerado 
como violencia doméstica. 

Si usted ha sido víctima de 
algún abuso físico o psicológico 
repórtelo de inmediato con la policía 
local que le corresponda. Es fun- 
damental actuar con rapidez en el

One such procedure is cataract 
surgery. Among the more common 
surgical procedures in the United 
States, cataract surgery typically 
goes off without a hitch, as 98 
percent of all cataract surgeries are 
completed each year without any 
serious complications. Still, because 
vision is at stake, many cataract pa- 
tients understandably approach the 
surgery with a degree of trepidation. 
For those facing cataract surgery 
themselves or accompanying a 
loved one for surgery, understanding 
exactly what happens is a good way 
to calm those nerves. 

What's involved? 

As many people age, the lens 
of an eye begins to get clouded. 
This cloudiness is the result of a 
protein buildup on the eye, prevent- 
ing light from passing through the 
lens and causing some vision loss. 
The precise cause of the protein 
buildup is unknown, though age, 
cigarette smoke, air pollution, and 
heavy alcohol consumption can be 
contributing factors. Because of the

zens or those with a history of vision 
problems, is to schedule regular eye 
examinations. 

The most common procedure to 
remove cataracts employs high fre- 
quency sound waves or ultrasound 
to break up the the affected lens. The 
pieces are then removed by suction. 
During the procedure, the patient is 
placed under an anesthetic. 

Once the affected lens has 
been removed, a new manmade 
lens replaces it. These lenses are 
fitted to each individual’s eye, and 
typically require patients to get a 
new eyeglass prescription. Patients 
with cataracts in both eyes will not 
have both removed during the same 
surgery and will need to schedule 
two surgeries. 

What's the result? 

After surgery, patients will 
notice an improvement in their vi- 
sion the very next day. However, 
the best results won't be felt until 
a patient receives a new eyeglasses 
prescription. 

While vision will improve al- 
most immediately, some discomfort 
will result from cataract surgery. 
Most people have seen the large, 
dark glasses given to post-cataract 
surgery patients. That’s because the 
eye will be extremely sensitive to 
light after surgery. Such sensitivity 
does not last very long, however. 

In addition to light sensitivity, 
it’s not uncommon to feel an itch- 
ing sensation or mild discomfort. In 
general, this is something patients 
will have to live with, as doctors 
generally suggest an over-the-coun- 
ter medication such as Tylenol to 
combat these minor side effects. 

Once surgery is completed, 
patients will be prescribed eye drops 
that will protect against infection 
and help control any pressure in 
the eye. For some patients, avoiding 
strenuous activities is recommended 
following surgery. However, that’s 
based more on the individual, and 
most patients can return to normal 
activity shortly following surgery. 
Though most people would prefer 
to live a surgery-free life, for many 
that’s not the reality. When it comes 
to a surgery as common as cataract 
surgery, there’s far more to gain than

Mazatlan, Mexico — There 
was a time when a trip to Mexico 
usually meant driving down to 
one of the country’s wide-open 
border towns — places like Tijuana, 
Ciudad Juarez or Matamoros. For 
a few days you'd yell “ole” at the 
bullfights, bargain for souvenirs and 
belt out choruses of Cielito Lindo in 
the cantinas. 

And hope your car was still 
there when it was time to go home. 
Of course if you were a movie star or 
a Texas oil baron you could sail your 
yacht down to cozy hideaways along 
the golden beaches of Acapulco, 
Tampico or Mazatlan. 

Coincidentally, or perhaps not 
so coincidentally, resort hotels be- 
gan popping up at spots like these in 
the early 1920s - just after alcohol 
prohibition was enacted up north. 
“There were speakeasies (illegal 
bars) all over America, but the law 
was a great excuse to come down 
here to get a drink,” reporters were 
told by Gilberto Limon, Mazatlan's 
legendary public relations man. 


Prohibition was tossed out * 


in 1933, but even with the Great 
Depression raging up north, visitors 
kept boating down to Mazatlan. 
“Word had spread,” Limon ex- 
plained, “that our waters are packed 
with big gamers like marlin, sword- 
fish, tuna and sailfish, and they'll

bite at just about anything with a 
hook on it.” 

The old-time resort hotels 
were built along several blocks 
lining the waterfront of downtown 
Mazatlan’s Olas Altas area. Several 
are still there. One, La Siesta, offers 
58 small but pleasant rooms lining 
a colonial-style courtyard, and at 
affordable rates. The 75-year-old 
hotel also offers a chance to sample 
the food - and fun - of El Shrimp 
Bucket, the flagship of the wildly 
popular Carlos ‘n Charlie’s restau- 
rant chain. 

Limon loved to tell the story of 
how a young Carlos Anderson and 
his pal Chuey Juarez came to La 
Siesta in 1962 to open their first res- 
taurant. “I guess you could describe 
the place as something like the 
Rolling Stones meet Pancho Villa,” 
he said. “Guests found themselves 
seated at beat-up tables along walls 
decorated by photos from the Mexi- 
can revolution, while rock music 
blared from tiny speakers.” 

From El Shrimp Bucket came 
Senor Frog's, Carlos O'Brien's, El 
Squid Roe and others in a chain 
now topping more than 50 eater- 
ies in Mexico, South America, the 
Caribbean, Spain and most recently 
the U.S. Also still standing (but a 
lot less preserved) is the nearby 
Belmar, opened in 1921. Its then- 
opulent guest rooms, lush gardens 
and elegant ballrooms were once

Still another, the Freeman, 
debuted in 1944 as the first high- 
rise hotel in town. It's now the Best 
Western Posada Freeman Express, 
having been totally renovated a 
few years ago. The travel websites 
are loaded with glowing reviews of 
the view from the 72-room, 12-floor 
hotel's rooftop bar. 

A local spokesman describes 
the Olas Altas area, which runs 
about four blocks from La Siesta to 
the Best Western, as “a little seedy 
here and there, but safe.” 

The scene is also safe but far 
from seedy a short walk inland that 
turns out to be a journey back to 
Mazatlan of the 19th century. Here, 
in the Historic Zone, visitors wander 
through block after block of restored 
buildings, many converted to bou- 
tique hotels, shops, museums, art 
galleries and even an opera house. 

The zone's crown jewel is 
a plaza lined by trees and stone 
benches and on three sides by al 
fresco restaurants. At one, Pedro & 
Lola, patrons can look up from their 
lobster dinners and imagine what
